The new ZIP Code plan, Mrs. 
Brady said, for the first time will 
permit the Post Office Department 
to short-cut repeated address 
reading. 

“The address on mail must 
often be read as-many as eight 
or ten times by postal-employees, 
to get it to the proper destina¬ 
tion,” Mrs. Brady said. “Each 
handling slows the process of 
mail dispatch and adds to the op¬ 
portunity for human eiTor. 

“With ZIP Code, a clerk needs 
only to glance at the code' to 
know immediately to what na¬ 
tional area, state and post office 
the letter is destined, and to speed 
it on its way, cutting up to 24 
hours off the time between depo¬ 
sit and delivery.” 

Mrs. Brady said that when ZIP 
Code is in full swing, the United 
States will have “the most mod- 
i ern system of- mail distribution 
and delivery in existence.”

BRIDGE BUILDERS 


An article on the building of a covered bridge appeared in the 
“Columbian Magazine’’ in 1787. An anonymous writer proposed a 
four span structure carrying a flat roadway and a roof. 

According to Richard AUen, tvho has done extensive research on 
the subject, it is C{uile possible the author was Thomas Paine. He 
was a bridge enthusiast visiting in Philadelphia and had sparked 
new ideas ranging from the writing of the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence to treatises on religion. In his youth Paine was apprenticed 
to a corset maker in London but spent his spare time attending 
science lectures. He produced various plans for intricate wooden 
bridges and one iron arch bridge with which he dreamed of span¬ 
ning the Harlem River. _ 

In 1786 he searched and failed . -vr2^- 

to find a backer for this p-oject ^ '■ - • • 

and went off to Europe taking his j 
little bridge models with him. In 
England one of his iron bridges 
was built, but by that time he 
v.as interested in something else. 

He dashed oil' to France to take

Back in Philadelphia, Charles Willson Peulc, proprietor of the 
museum wlieve Paine had shown his models, worked out plans for 
T. single arch bridge to soar across the Schuylkill River. His draw¬ 
ing shows a gigantic laminated wooden arch, 396 ft. long, made of 
flat plank wedged and keyed to carry the uphill-and-over roadway. 
On January 21, 1797, he received the very fir.st U. S. patent granted 
for a bridge design. He scoffed at the idea of a covered bridge, be¬ 
lieving tight joints and liberal applications of tar made further pro¬ 
tection of the timbers unnecessary. The,, bridge was never built. 
Years later, his artist son, Raphael, tried to build one on this plan 
but failed and insisted failure was “because of too many Yankee 
workmen.” 

Nevertheless it was the inventive genious of the Yankees which 
stool out in early bridge industry. 

In Philadelphia, when a stone bridge begun by a European 
proved too slow and costly, tlie best wooden bridge builder in the 
country was sent for. 

Timothy Palmer, master carpenter and bridge architect from 
Newburj^oi-t, Mass., had patented his design a few months after 
Peale. He had already built timbered arches over the Merrimack, 
the Kennebec and Connecticut. None thus far was covered. 

At Philadclpliia he put up a three-span 550-foot arch-truss 
bridge with a center span of 194 feet and a flat deck. Previously, 
roadways had gone up and down over the arches. Palmer agreed 
with the backers that covering a bridge would make it last longer 
and another builder was hired to finish the structure. Plenty of 
imagination and money ivei'e spent here. Along the outside were 
built simulated colonnades, and 44 oval windows ivith shutters. Two 
statues were carved for the ends. Total cost was $300,000 but tolls 
the fii'st year amounted to $13,000. 

Palmer received a gift of a silver tankard and tray and the 
bridge owners had a porti'ait painted of him. (He said tlie only 
bonus ho got in Neiv England was a beaver hat.)
